hearsal last night Mr. Egge announced! 


that if the mail were too heavy for 
the two planes, others to a total of 
five would take off. 

In the rehearsal the exact procedure 
to be followed tonight was demonstrat- 
ed. Trucks carrying dummy mail 
sacks, with each truck guarded by 
three armed men, rolled up to the road- 
Way near the airdome. The sacks 
were tossed out and other employés 
of the postal service carried them to 
the planes.

Il. B. P. writes: I am one of the low 
blood pressure persons you write about. 
My blood pressure usually runs between 
80 and 90. | 

According to all expectations, I should 
be lazy, slow, unénergetic and generally 
no account. It is true I am not as 
peppy as some perso It is also true 
that I am rather susceptible to colds, 
and that is how I happen to have the 
leisure to sit down and write you. But 
I hardly feel that all of your descrip- 
tion fits me. It is lucky for me that 
I didn’t know 20 years ago that a per- 
son with low blood pressure could ac- 
complish nothing in the world. Other- 
wise, I doubtless never would have made 
the effort which put me, at 40 years of 
age, im a desirable academic position, 
enabled me to write several books and 
monographs and about 50 articles, and 
to materially add to my income by extra 
teaching, and put my name in “ Who's 
Who.” 

I hate to boast, but I would like the 
young people who read your column to 
know that they are not doomed to a life 
of something less than mediocrity by 
low blood preasure.. What a person with 
low blood pressure needs to learn is to 
conserve all the-energy he possesses, to 
get plenty of sleep, to eat all he com- 
fortably can, but not to overwork his 
stomach, and to rest after meals, to 
exercise regularly but moderately, to 
stimulate himself by cold showers, but 
not by drugs, to find interesting work 
and recreation, but to avoid excess in 
either. In brief; a prudent conservation 
of his limited resources may carry him 
farther than the more favored person 
of normal or superior capital.

Summer Tea Cake. 

There is one hot item which is al- 
Ways appreciated in summer time., It 
is the hot tea cake. It is a little mis- 
leading to call this a cake, because it 
is really a sweetened bread. The end- 
less variations in the proportions used 
for this simple cake are a bit confus- 
ing, but the following recipe, which is 
one of the simplest of all, will give a 
nice sheet of cinnamon tea cake about 
eight inches by eight. ° 

Use one tablespoon of butter, 
creamed, one-half cup of sugar, one 
egg, one cup of liquid, two and a quar 
ter cups of sifted flour, three level 
teaspoons of baking powder, and a half 


into a batter turn {it intoa baking sheet, 
spill over it two tablespoons of milk, 
rolling the pan so that the milk will 
cover the top of the batter, then strew 
over this two tablespoons of sugar 
mixed with one teaspoon of butter and 
oné teaspoon of cinnamon.
